15y this method we will obtain men who will in 
future years be real Empire builders with a broader outlook as a 
result of this reciprocity in education.

In his opening rontorks, Dr. i^hortt 
commented on Canada's apparontly 
favorably situation. It would appear 
iby statistics of Imnking and trade ro 
turns that the , country had emerged 
from the -war la a- Sounder financial 
condltioa tibai a,l the-beginnlng. ThI.s 
..was not io,' Uo^otif, and' It wus tho 
purpose of the lecture to show that tho 
Situation wpa u great deal more scrlaua 
than was gonôràlly hfaàglned,' Kxtromc 
pessimism was quite unwarranted, but, 
on tho other hand, superabundant 
optimism was oven more diinjrcrouB. 
It was only natural with this appear^ 
ance ot pro.ipcrlty thut the Ttcturned 
Soldier 'anci the working man should 
voice a demand for their aharc of the 
'Proceeds, 

Dr. Shortt showed thut oa far rfs tho 
national ilebt of the Dominion was con 
cerjied, not one cent of tho cost of tliu 
war had boon paid off a^ ynt: From fi. 
total of four hundred mtllicns, tho debt 
had Increased to a total o^ two billions, 
and this was directly duo to the war. 
It was true that hardly any of '.hlB 
mon'cy ihad been borrowed from foreign 
countries, but this did not in any way 
ICKuoii Canada's obligations.

affecting the present financial Hltiia- 
tl(Vi Is the suspension Of specie p.iy- 
menln. Dr.- Shortt showed very clearly 
tho main object of specie payment, and 
the' conditions- resulting from its. with- 
drawal. Tlio absurdity of parading the 
gold reserve tlguroH at the present time 
was also very clearly demonstrated. 

The next question bearing on tho 
subject of tho present financial situa- 
tion was that of the supposed inflation 
'Of prices. In reality tlioro-was no ai'tii- 
flclul Inflation. Th*e prices of certain 
essential exports ha>d risen auto- 
matically, and this caused a consequent 
ultimate increase In the wages of the 
workors. Tho wage-lncrcasp, liowever, 
was iinablo to overtaUo the rise In the 
cost of living during the war, and has 
not yet reached a normal position. In 
reality*, tho doubling of tho cost of liv- 
ing amounts .'or all practical purposes 
to a fifty per cent. Iiicomo tax. This 
paint of view docs not at first ai>|inal

freedom." 

These ideas she then elaborated and 
applied them to the Sinn Foln • doc- 
trine: Tho words Sinn Foln mean, 
sho said, "Ourselves Alone," and not 
until Ireland stood by herself, not 
until sho obtained hor. own constitu- 
tional independence would she over 
know freedom and (ts consoqtjfQnt pro- 
sperity. 

It was not tin this century that .Siiiu 
Folnlam assumed it.s present form and 
became a recognized factor In Irish 
thought and feeling.' 

In 1902 Arthur Griffith, now presi- 
dent of the Irish republic, founded a 
Sinn Fein paper, but It had Jittln cir- 
culation, and In 1900 Slnn^ Fclnlsin 
had become a dead letter.

Continued from pace 1 
having; bis savinen taken away from 
him. .Money tied up in real estate 
would have to be taken In the form 
of land or mortxascx This 
flood of real esUte on the marktU 
wotild cause a panic. The only re- 
medy for the debt Is ruthless economy 
in pobllc ttxpfnditures. The levy is 
a direct repudiation of the debt,, aiid 
as such Is dishonorable; It is not fair 
to take money from bond-holders to 
pay thorn back with. 

Franklin declared there is no Bol« 
shovUm In such a lo>7. The poor 
who hold farms would be protected by 
leKislaliou. NO tax Is absolutely fair, 
and this one would not be more unfair 
than all the others. Even- man 
would be Uxfid la proporUon to Ills 
moans, not his income. The levy, 
once raised, need never bo renewed. 
Of course, if a néw deapiarato need 
like the present one should arise, a 
now levy on capital would bo' Justified. 
Even If a man knew a now tax v>an to 
be made, he would be upurred on to 
increase his profits. Only 315 per 
cent of his capital would be taken, 
he would nj^ill have -bin 6S per cent. 
The transaction, if rcnl estate were 
Beited, would be a matter of book- 
keeping rather than of actual sale. 
Thé money would stay In the country. 
Everything rise has been tried, and 
has failed, why not at least try this 
systemT The land spcculiitore, who 
pay no incomn lax would be reached, 
and the country would not suffer from 
indirect taxation and Inuome taxed for, 
countless years to come.

MUa Ckjdwin and Miss Holland, of '31. 
supported tlit- afflnaatlve. whHe the 
negative naji upheld by Miss EJwlng 
and Miss llawdsley o( the Senior Year. 

Miss Holland- opened her remaika by 
stittlnr, that boUi parties to the debate 
had hgmod that the iiuosilon was not to 
be di-all with as n war-time n^asure, 
but fxamlnoO as to whether U w.v. de- 
Mirabii tor peace conditions. The terms 
of the measure were then read, the 
speaker remarking that according to 
the present wording, the measure would 
lapse unlOM.i It Is that tho government 
finds this power' too useful to be sur- 
rendered. 

Mihs Holland declared that the public 
right.'! wore offended by thiH measure. 
The I'j-ccrtom iif tho Press is as import- 
uni as ever, and although wo ppw take. 
It for graiited, our ancestors fought 
bitterly for It 'in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, and we must not 
give it up. Pemonr.nl Ic government Is 
founded on the free prts.s ond nil 
political ^writers consider it most Im- 
portant. In all constltutilons, the free- 
dom of tho. press Is a nromliionl factor. 
Tho speaker then read n statement 
from one of our lnnuenlU|l politicians 
which .laid, "The ti-opdom of iho press 
Is never tnoic noedod than th o llm» of 
notional crisis.'' The. Qrcoks and 
Itumans allowed free discussion of all 
questions except those of a llliellmis 
and nthclsth: naluro. Tho Oreelts 
realized that no Slate is healthy unicja 
the peoplB cuh doclartt what thoy thinl. 
tnd the public be glvon a ch'snce to de- 
cide for themselves upon the mérita of 
a quriitloii. I'lato wa.t an ailvocate of 
censorship, but he <lld not practise 
what he preached. 

The itoroun Catholic Churoh upholds 
censorship lu atlitililngs, and In this at- 
titude we find ;ihe''prcBen-atlon of the 
spirit .-iud (.iiilook of the middle ngus. 
Milton 111 his .Voropagiilca. makes u 
strong plea for the freedom of "the 
pres^ I.- 

It views ' arc f not expressed openly, 
they will- be exiir«ssod' secretly, and 
win be consoqufcnMy fbr more danger- 
ous. A person cannot be punished for 
llbollouH views It these views are not 
'jpeuly cxpiesscd. The speaker closed 
with Afliton's Words: "Qh-e ipe liberty 
to know and to argue fi'oely," 

MIsH Kwing, the first speaks^ on the 
negative, said that the reatrlcllon was 
not against the freedom of the press, 
but ngnlnst paid German propagj.nda, 
not nt all expressive of Canntllan 
opinion. free discussion Is -not pro- 
hibited but only the pubilcatlpn of facts 
useful to the enemf. 

Tho time Is not ripe to abandon m- 
sirlctlons of paid enemy propaganda. 
The war i« not .\cl officially over, und 
this order v.nn coritddercd wise for war 
time. In point er facl, the war la not 
really over, as discontent Is as wide- 
spread as" It waa during the war. All 
Canada's rffoHs nre needed (or re- 
construction without t.he obstacle pt 
wlde.spread diaeontenl. Thé banned 
^pro-Uerman publlcuUons aie not ex- 
pressive of the opinions of any class of 
Canadians. . In' the United States alone 
twenty-seven rnlUloii dollars were spent 
on German propnganda. For the Uov- 
ernmeul not to fomb.at this Is to lolcr- 
ate and sanction th« spy system. This 
Ik, no time to . spread disloyalty und se- 
dition. The Influence of such literature 
on the mass of the people Is an evil one. 
Even tin," frcqueae;- nad persistence of 
such vlewH would lead people astray, 
and foster, disloyalty to the government. 
In closing, Mfss Swing quoted the 
Canadian Club of Winnipeg as declar- 
ing that ''Every loyal -citizen .should 
aid In supifressltig hoatilo publlc;«.tlons." 

The second speaker for the. affirma- 
tive urged that .the 'government could 
:iupproes; political comment for its own 
ends. While the Hearst (Uagazlne was 
banned, the Hearst newspapers were 
publishod regukirly in New York all 

during the war. 

Miss Godwin argued that It Is a good 
thing for us to hâve access to the Oo'r- 
mari papers in ofdtfr that wo may learn 
their viewpoint and know w^hat In- 
fluences are at work amongst them. 
The confidence In the government sup- 
posed to be . enooiinaged by the news- 
papers. Is not always Justified. More- 
over, disloyal outbursts are not pro- 
' vented but c-oiicealetl, and bidden fires 
ore most dangerous. Tbc n^alp argu- 
ment against this measure is that the 
power thus given to thé government 
can be misuse^, . l(f . the' government Is 
a good one, it Js'al) Jlght^bùt wc must 
Utke into considération tho llltflihood 
of fi bad govtrnirttbi. Strict, censor- 
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for themselves and teaches them to r^Iy 
wbolly on the' government. Tli^.qewt- 
papers at present are under thé oohtro; 
of the advertisers. U the government 
la also given control, the p4tpers will 
become a statement ot the views of the 
existing government. Those In power 
dould then not be subjeoted to sorutlny 
and condemnation. 

Mis.! Uawdsley, the second speaker 
on the negative, began by refuting eomo 
ot the argumenta of the afflrnuitive. 
The question imder discussion, the 
speaker.aald, was not whether the 
measure would be wl.ie for the future 
but whether at the present imie it wa.s 
advtaablo to remove It. This point had 
been somewhat neglected by the af- 
firmative. The stat<ismeiits as to what 
would happen If the measure was ex- 
tended were a little far-fectchod and 
hardl.\ to the, point. The statement 
that disloyal outbursts are not dun to 
libellous literature had been disproved 
by a statement «loted by Miss Kwing. 
and affirming this point. ArissMnwds- 
ley said she agreed with her worthy 
opponents' statement that thi."» power 
was too valuable to bo surrendered. 
An tlie question related to present con- 
ditions, the altitude of the Oreeks and 
Itomans could bordly apply. .Mllton'» 
statement is honrtllv widorsed by the 
ncK'Ulv.'. What is to be excluded. Re- 
cording to tho measure. In that which 
l.s not according to facts. 

The spftakcr then drew attention to. 
tho slmil'irity boiwcen the. Inws of Im- 
mlsrallon and tlio»'; of prr..ss n>.iirlc. 
tiens. Wii try to keep undciirnble 
citizens fi-oni om country—why shoiihl 
wo not' keep out undesirable llterature'f 
Tho iiffirniallvo had slated that this 
law dot-sn't )>rcvcnt other hnnuful 
literature from bi'ln? j)iil)Ii/»liC(i fn tills 
connvctloH. MIbk Mawduley told the 
story of the wolf who iiontlnilnll.v-stole 
tbo fowls from an open hënfcôop, nriâ 
did so unhnmpwed becaiis? the owner 
<,f the birds claimed that there wa.s no 
use .n cloflug the coop as this would 
not cure thi wolf of his tendency to 
stsal. Thti question of U.S. literature 
Is not to Uiq pQint. 

Although the cciucatcd people would 
benoil; by freedom of the pre.ss. yet the 
many are not able to judpo of the 
op:nIoi:.'' laid bcfoi-c tliom and thoir de- 
ci«lon.s ncaily always lead th'tm In the 
wrong direction. Just as In the casn 
of prohibition, the many mu.it be con- 
trolled, even nt tho expense of those 
who, can control themselves.
